grams alleged to have been sent by

And 
Mark* Woods declared they would 
not have put a cent into the insti- 
tutions, if they 
had 
known of 


Teagle's withdrawal. 
Woods was testifying in the hear- 


ing before Referee in Bankruptcy 
Dunham on the offer of his com- 
pany to pay $125,000 for release 
from all claims of the defunct com- 
pany stockholders 
against Wood 


Brothers. 
In concluding his second day of 


surprising testimony of his com- 
plete confidence in, and acquaint- 
ance to all Burgess proposed in re- 
financing the M. E. Smith company, 
Woods declared. • 
"I think I am not a very smart 


man. I have made up my mind I 
need a guardian." 
"You haven't applied 
for 
one, 
have you?" asked A. G. Elllck, who, 
as attorney ,for the first preferred 
stockholders of M. E. Smith & 
Co., has been quizzing Mr. Woods. 


''No, but I think I shall," he re- 


Plied. 
Mr. Ellick pressed Mr. "Woods as 


to his financial condition now, ask- 
ing him what his net worth -Is. 


Bent But Not Broke. 


Well they say Nebraska is bent 
but hot broke and I'm a good deal 
like Nebraska. I'm bent, but not" 
broke. If you can give me an idea 
of my net worth I'll pay you for it.

"The bis 'problem now i»~to 
keep the 
bugs .out of ' the corn 


fields," he said. 
• ' 
' 
"Dust mulches and oil line bar- 


riers around.the corn fields are the 
most practical means of protecting- 
the corn. ' These barriers must be 
established- before the bugs begin to 
move into the corn, which will be 
within the next few days in 'most( 
parts. of the 'state.' Whenever the 
small grains begin to ripen and 
harden so the bugs do 'not have 
good food there they begin to mi- 
grate like an army 
vto the 
corn 


fields. 
Professor Swehk outlined briefly 


the life .history of the bugs and told 
how they had found the weaknesses 
in their 'habits and' struck at that 
point. 
Destroying 
the wintering 


placed in weeds and grass of .the 
bugs is the. simplest way to control 
them, he said, but at this season of 
the year they must be killed.as they 
travel -on the ground. 
The dust 


mulch should be about * rod wide 
and dusty ail the 'time: A shower 
of fain vnill 'nake it ineffective so 
the surest way of getting the bugs 
is to'plow a deep furrow and,,string 
crude oil or distillate along*ln the 
furrow, to stop ilie bugs. Post 
holes 'dug at rod interval,-; in the 
furrow and partially filled with oi! 
will kill those bugs that go up. and 
down the furrow trying to get over 
the oil line.

U the Jones' amendment to the rivers and harbors 


bill which passed the house, and which authorizes 
Missouri river waterway development, is retained in 
the final draft of the measure which receives sen- 
atorial approval, the central w«t will be subjected 


• by another discrimination by eastern and western 


seaboards. 


-Senator Jones' proposal in brief requinea- co-op- 


erattre sharing of the burden of costs of waterway 
improvement. 
It extends the principle of dollar- 


matehiny by the various states and the federal gov- 
ernment to the field of river and harbor development 


If the same attitude had been adopted from the 


start, they could be little serious objection, although 
President Coolidge soma weeks ago expressed the 
view that at least a part of the heavy burden of 
governmental extravagance was in part* due to the 
policy of "dollar matching-." 


But for years now the federal government has been 


expending huffe sums of money for river and har- 
bor development. These funds have been raised by 
general taxation, in which every citizen of the Unit- 
ed States Is subjected. No state or group of states 
have been called upon to raise additional tax funds 
to provide the hundreds of millions of dollars which 
hava been spent on the rivers and harbors of this 
country. The eastern and the western seaboards are 
lined with flourishing cities, in a large measure de- 
pendent upon and maintaining their prosperity and 
growth from the commerce made possible through 
the money spent there by the federal government 
Waterway transportation along the Ohio river, which, 
a year ago was only slightly less than the volume 
passing through the Panama canal, was made pos- 
sible by the federal purae. If Senator Jones' home 
state of Washington, millions of dollars of federal 
funds have been expended and the taxpayers of that 
section have not been called upon to raise a single 
extra cent to insure the completion. • 


There never • was a better example of the dis- 


criminatory attitude of congress towards the cen- 
tral west than is represented in the Jones' amend- 
ment. 


Why should a different rules be applied to river 


and harbor improvement in the Missouri river valley 
than-governs federal expenditures for the same pur- 
pose along the Atlantic and Pacific coasts? 


If the use of tax funds is proper for the develop- 


ment of the natural advantages which have been 
conferred upon these sections, and it is, then why 
should there by any hesitancy, in using a chunk of 
the nation's wealth in a similar mission on a great 
stream in the Interior of the country? If the Jones' 
amendment establishes the correct principle, then 
every dollar of federal funds expended upon the har- 
bors of Washington state should be matched by a 
like appropriation by the commonwealth which he 
represents. If the position which) Senator Jones has 
taken is to reflect the future policy in matters of this 
kind, every dollar of federal money spent on the 
harbors of New York, and other shipping points along- 
the Atlantic coast, should be augmented by a like 
sum coming from the taxpayers of the states wherein 
these cities are located. 


Tfte fact is that the nation should foot this bill. 
Uncle Sam should pay for river and harbor de- 


velopment because all of the people share in the 
•benefits of cheaper and better transportation facili- 
ties. No country can attain national greatness with- 
out excellent harbors for its trade and commerce. In 
no less a measure the nation will profit by cheaper 
transporta'tion facilities in the Missouri river sec- 
tion. What affects the states bordering this stream 
has its influence on national prosperity. Western 
congressmen and senators should fight this Jones' 
amendment. 
Any surrender will eeriously menace 


the future of waterway development in the interior. 
It should be defeated even at the expense of defeat- 
ing that provision of t>ie bill which authorizes de- 
velopment of the Missouri river project.

An appraisal of the estate of Lucien Warner, a

ously interfere with a. prosperous business. Although 
Warner left an estate of $530,356, an affidavit filed 
with the court shows that $297,167 was automatically 
clipped from the value of his holdings, because the 
disuse of the corset had rendered certain patents 
and trademarks valueless. 
The affidavit contains 


this statement: 


"The earnings of the past five years have not been 


sufficient to pay dividends "declared on preferred 
stock. The general disuse of corsets does not indi- 
cate any probability,of increased earnings."

try was flourishing-. 
No woman thought of going 


without one. Once commonsense triumptted 
over 


what had .formerly been fashion, however, the cor- 
setless age came swiftly.

else suffers most severely. Even in th« more stable 
lines it is many times necessary to make extremely 
expensive changes in equipment and methods. 


IMPROVING THE NATIONAL PARKS. 


Uncle Sam is planning to spend $2,000,000 in 1927 


for the improvement and development of highways 
and trails in the national parks. 


By far the largest portion of this money will go 


for the Glacier National park in Montana, more than 
a half million dollars being set aside for highway 
construction there. 
In the. "Vosemite National park 


of California, $425,000, the next largest allotment will 
be expended. Mount Rainier National park in Wash- 
ington, the Grand Canyon National park in Arizona, 
Yellowstone National park in Wyoming, Montana and 
Idaho," Lassen Volcanic National park in California 
and the Rocky Mountain National park in Colorado 
will receive smafllcr sums. 


The taxpaying public will accept these expendi- 


tures of national funds with little complaint. The 
money which goes into park development in this 
country is well spent. Much as has been accomplished 
to make these natural wonders accessible to a large 
portion of the population at very little cost,-there is 
still a tremendous amount of work to be done. For 
example the largest expenditure of money in the 
Glacier National park is the completion of the high- 
way known as the Transmountaln road, leading across 
the Continental divide, and the first means of access 
through the park from the east side by motor or 
vehicular conveyance^ 


Each year marks a 'more gene.ral use of the auto- 


mobile. When the roads leading through these na- 
tional wonderlands have been sufficiently improved 
to simplify automobile traffic and to ^safeguard it 
as much as it is humanly possible under the con- 
ditions which have to be met, it will probably be 
possible to read a new meaning: into the slogan Of 
See America First." The time is rapidly approach- 
ing when most of the people will have an opportun- 
ity to visit the national parks at comparatively 
slight expanse.

"Now my ideal of myself is trim and slim. I will reach it!—Mrs. C." 
Yes, Mrs. C., along with the improvement in the physical health is a 


great improvement In the mental health—always. And the happier and 
healthier frame of mind Is one of the big advantages of being normal 
weight. We remember Plato's Ideal which is largely true: "Mens sana In 
copore sano"—A sane mind in a sane body. 


Besides feeling awkward and conspicuous, one who is overweight 


realizes now that others are continually reminded that the food (or 
drink) appetite has the upper hand of one, so one certainly cannot be 
other than self-conscious and unhappy. It is quite well known now that 
inherited fat or natural fat or fat due to disturbances of the glands, are 
very rare birds. In fact, I doubt very much their existence as reasons 
alone for fat troubles. Too frequent exposures to good food always ac- 
company them.

Gangrene 


Miss It's mother has dry gangrene on the foot, and she has written 


to me for suggestions for taking care of it. 


Gangrene means death in a mass or a portion of the living body. 


There are different types—the dry. the moist, the microbic, the diabetic, 
ect., and the beginning cause in e*ch case has cut off the arterial blood 
supply to the Part so that the tissue dies from lack of nourishment. If 
there is real gangrene, the affected part itself is absolutely dead and 
therefore cannot be revived, so the treatment consists of preventing- the 
process from extending-, and that means that the parts have to be ampu- 
tated.In some types of gangrene there is what is known as the line of de- 
marcation—a line of Inflammatory tissue which stops the gangrene from 
extending- for a certain length of time. This is more apt to come in the 
dry gangrene and Da Costa advises to wait for a line of demarcation 
before operating. 
He states that in the senile gangrene, if only one or 


two toes are affected, the dead parts may be cast off spontaneously.

first entered a theater, as a little 
girl, anxious to help her mother, 
picked up for the ballet and the 
chorus. 


In a short time people were in- 


quiring about "that wonderful Co- 
lumbus ballet-R-irl who wins tears 
wiht teams—is she really one of the: 
ballet, or is it just a story for ef- 
fect?" 
For her intelligence, and the fact 


that ehe took even her humble work 
seriously, and tried to make the 
most of it, had led to her being 
called in an emergency, to play a 
small part in support of a star. And 
her genius, backed by her earnest- 
ness, had, to everybody's astonish- 
ment, turned the small part Into a 
"hit." 
All through this autobiographical 


book, which is worth a hundred nov- 
els for revealing character, runs the 
vein of rationality, showing 
the 


method and the reason that underlie 
success not only in every form of 
art but in every human occupation 
whatever. 
Throughout her whole 
career Clara Morris retained her 
right to the compliment which an 
old actor, Irritated by the stupidity 
of the other members of the ballet, 
addressed to her: 
"You've got your head with you." 
She worked with her head, as well 


as with her voice and her eyes. 
When the magic call of New Tork 
came to her in the then little west- 
ern city where she had attracted the 
attention of traveling 
stars, 
she 


brought "her head with her" and 
quickly entered into the confidence 
of the famous manager, Augustin 
r>aiy, who was, above all. a student 
of the stage. She studied costume, 
history, languages-—in short, every- 
thing which couNd round out her in- 
telligence and strengthen her work. 


Students of oratory will find niucij 


of interest to them in the incidental 
g-llmpses which Clara Morris has 
given of the secrets of the art of 
expression and of the way to culti- 
vate them. I do not mean that there 
is' anything in the book purporting 
to teach such things. They are to 
be seen only between the linos, and 
felt in the general tone and charac- 
ter of the work. The triumph of an 
actor or actress, like that of an 
orator, Is a purely personal expe- 
rience, and I do not know of any 
one who has more vividly depleted 
its intoxication than Clara Morris. 
But always she reveals the means 
by which triumph was achieved. 


It recently has been said in Obit- 


uary notices and appreciations that 
she was an 'uneven performer, aivl 
one apt to set at .defiance conven- 
tional rules. In that she shewed*thn 
oratorical nature of her gifts. The 
orator and the actor blend when the 
latter, as Miss Morris often did. for- 
erets thnt he or she Is playing a part 
and draws the emotion entirely from 
an inner well. 


A single incident related by her 


illuminates this point. When she 
"ame to New York, at Dafy's Fiftl; 
Avenue theater, the endlefs rehears- 
als that preceded her first great 
triumph irritated her. 


"I could not act even the least bit 
at rehearsals. Foreign actors will 
act in cold blood at a daylight re- 
hearsal, but few. Americans can do 
it. I read my lines with intelligence, 
but gave no sign of what I intended 
lo do at night. Of course, that made 
Mr. Daly suffer great anxiety, but 
he said nothing—only looked at m-i 
with such troubled, anxious eyes 
that I felt sorry foi- him. One gentle- 
man, however, decided that I .was 
not to put too fine a point upon it— 
a lunkhead."

and 80 per cent of the gasoline. ' 


The real development of the in- 


dustry date's from 
1S!>9, twenty- 


seven years ago, when 2,500 Passen- 
ger cars were made and

registered in the entire cduntry. It 
was not until 1909 that there were 
as many as 100,000 cars; the num- 
ber then was 305,950, registered in 
L.iG, seven years later, there were 
1,525,578, with a total registration 
of 3,297,996.

The figures call renewed atten- 


tion to the interesting fact that the 
automobile lias come up from ob- 
scurity in thirty-one 
years, 
the 


world's outstanding record in point 
of time. In the whole world there 
are 24,564,574 motor vehicles, and 
the United States has 19.954,317 of 
them, or all but 19 per cent. As a 
rule, statistical articles are not of 
widespread general 
interest.
